WASHINGTON. A uk. 16 
A modi­ 
fied version of the Administration's 
defense housinK bill was passed by 
the House yesterday.

added a rider that would relax 
credit 
controls 
on 
lower-priced 
homes all over the Nation. 
The hill was passed by voice vote, j 
It now rocs back to the Senate, 
which previously had passed the | 
measure without the credit control I 
rider. 
If the Senate balks at the 1 
rider, the whole measure will he 
tossed Into a conference committee 
which will seek to work out a com­ 
promise. 
The hill authorizes a two-year 
program of Federal lawns. grants 
and mortgage guarantees to provide 
additional housing and community 
facilities in areas suddenly over­ 
crowded by defense workers. 
The credit rider, approved by 
voile vote, would forbid the Fed­ 
e r a l Reserve Board to require down 
payments greater than lo per cent 
on homes costing less than $10,000. 
or down payments greater than 20 
per cent on homes costing less than 
912,000. 
Veterans who buy homes under 
GI Hill of Rights loan guarantees 
would have to pay no more thun six 
per cent down on homes costing up 
to $12,000. 
Republicans won initial victories 
on two other amendments designed 
to water down the hill, but were de­ 
feated on the final showdown.

Tills was an in ­ 
crease of $34,370,13 or 11 SB per­ 
cent over the same month a year 
ago. 
The July traffic cotan! totaled I,-

698 vehicles or 16.31 per cent. 
During the first seven months of 
tills year, Norcross said. the spans

revenues of $1,299,281.08.
